Judge. Wilson ordered 
each be held without bond 
under the provisions of Ani- 
ah’s Law, which identifies 
aggravated child abuse as a 
crime within the definition 
of the law to deny bail. This 
is the first criminal case to 
fall under the Aniah’s Law 
hearing provision since the 
law was implemented in 
November 2022. 

Judge Wilson explained 
to the defendants, in their 
separate initial hearings on 
Monday, that they are eligi- 
ble for an Aniah’s Law hear- 
ing to be held within three 
days if the state requested 
one, which it did. The hear- 
ings were set for Wednesday, 
Jan. 11, at 1:30 p.m., at the 
Courthouse in Enterprise.

must complete the FAFSA. 
The form is often used to 
determine a student’s eligi- 
bility for scholarships and 
institutional aid also. Most 
Alabama students qualify 
for Pell Grant aid of up to 
$6,895 per year. Students 
can use Pell Grants for two- 
year and four-year techni- 
cal and academic programs.
